nor write the letter to the Republican 
State Central Committee 
of Nevada. 


A Parallel. 


This 
parallel 
might 
be 
advan- 


tageously drawn by the people ofLos 
Angeles. 
Up to a short time since, for 


nearly or quite a quarter of a century, 
this city and 
county have 
been 
con- 


trolled by 
the 
same 
coterie, 
ring, 


clique or combination. 
How well or 


how ill this control 
has 
been for the 


interests of the masses, 
depends a good 


deal on how one is accustomed to look 
at such things. 
Let us examine tbe 


municipal 
management. 
There 
has 


been an immense sum of money spent 
and there is not a great deal to show 
for it. Thousands of acres of first-claps 
land owned by the city was 
disposed 


of, a large revenue 
was absorbed 
and 


the indebtedness 
of the city ruimp to 


over $200,000, yet there is not much to 
show for it except 
a few wealthy citi- 


zens. 
It is not long since city scrip 


was scarcely worth the picking up iv 
the street. 
It took $27,000 worth of 


city paper to pay for a little wooden 
sewer, 
the contract 
price for which 


was less than $5,000. 
About two years 


ago the old manipulators 
forgot their 


cunning and lost their hold on the city 
management. 
The result 
is that for 


more than a year the city has not is- 
sued a dollar's worth of scrip; she Ims 
paid cash for everything, and she has 
several thousand 
dollars in her Treas- 


ury. 
The difference between the reign 


ofthe old masters 
and 
the manage- 


ment 
of 
the present 
regime 
seems 


to be about 
this: 
Neither lias done 


anything in the way of improving the 
city. 
The old masters spent the reve- 


nue, sold the city's land, disposed of 
the proceeds 
and ran the city so in 


debt that her scrip was worth next to 
nothing on tiie dollar; but they left 
little 
to 
show 
for 
it, 
except 
the 


stubs of the scrip-books, and even some 
of these were stolon 
The new regime 


have issued 
no scrip; they have paid 


the current expenses 
incash, and have 


money on hand. 
The old masters are 


making a powerful 
effort 
to regain 


control of the city government, 
and 


unless the people arc active and wary, 
they will succeed. 
The majority of 


the present 
oily officials are 
not up 


with the times, and their places should 
be filled with wide-awake, progressive 
men, 
but 
the 
taxpayer* 
should 
be 


watchful or they will once more fall 
into the hands of the old masters, and 
then 
wo shall have heavy debts and 


plenty of scrip, but nothing |o show 
foi ii. 


Trapped. 


lt isalwa>sa 
sign ot a bad cause 


when the advocate 
loses his temper 


and resorts to slang epithets 
and un- 


sustained 
assertion 
in support of his 


position. 
Dr. Primrose 
remarked 


that his wife, who was always getting

ten getting the worst of the argument, 
always resorted

satisfaction 
to Mr. Davis as the pro-

advantage of the crop ofgrapes on the 
market. 
Even 
witli his best efforts 
the 
work was not finished until two| 


weeks 
alter Ihe expected

enough, we are

t<» say, to 


reap a large return from the grape crop 
und 
the 
fruits 
which 
ripen 
subse- 


quently. 
The building constructed for 


the works is iv east Los Angeles, 
be- 


yond the river and opposite the large 
distillery operated 
by Mr. Tarbox. 
It 


is 32x40* feet, 
frame*, and four stories 


high, 
including 
the basement. 
The 


lower or basement 
story 
is devoted to 


(he furnaces, 
three of which are 
lo- 


cated in the northwestern 
end of the 


apartment, 
communicating witli the 


three 
evaporators, 
which 
extend 


through the several stories to the roof 1 
of the building. 
The 
second story is 


used for an office and receiving-room, 
where the fruit is prepared and placed 
in the evaporators. 
The third story is 
a packing-room 
for 
the fruit when 
dried 
ami 
the 
fourth 
contains 
Ihe 


hoisting machinery and appliances 
for 


receiving the cured, 
fruit, from which 
It is lowered through 
a chute 
to the 


packing-room. 
The evaporators 
con- 


stitute the chief interest of the estab- 
lishment. 
They 
arc 
simply 
three 


large 
wooden 
flumes 
rising 
from 


the 
furnaces 
to 
the 
exhaust 


al) >ye, through which the dry, hot air 
passes and cures 
tho fruit in its pro- 


gress on the drying-pans from bottom 
to top. 
The flumes have a total height 


of 10 feet,wilh apertures 
3x4 feet. 
The 


first eleven 
feet are occupied 
by the 


furnaces, 
above 
which the hoisting 


machinery 
is arranged, rising twenty- 


one feet, and the remaining fourteen 
feet at the top constitute the exhaust. 
The hoisting 
machinery 
consists 
ot 


endless 
chains supplied with brackets, 
upon 
which 
the 
drying-pans 
are 


placed, 
the whole operated 
by ma- 
cninery in the fourth story. Swinging 
doors open in the sides of the evapora-' 
tors at each story to admit 
the fruit, 


allow an examination 
as it progresses 
in the drying process, 
and a final re- 
moval when finished. 
The grapes 
to be 
cured 
arc first 


dipped in a warm solution 
to soften 


the skin, and arranged 
in thin layers

time of completing 
the process 
also ! 
varies to suit the requirements. 
For ! 
the manufacture 
of raisins, about six 


hours will be required. 
Apples and 


some other fruitt are dried much more 
readily. 
When 
the machinery 
is in j 
fall operation tbe screens of fruit are j 
constantly supplied at the bottom, and ! 
the same, thoroughly dried, withdrawn 
from tiie top, keeping up the continu- 
ous operation without the waMe of any 
time or force. 
In this way, about two 


and a half tons of grapes willbe used 
daily by each evaporator, manufactur- 
ing therefrom nearly a ton of raisins. 
The capacity of tho establishment 
can 


be readily Increased from what it is at 
present, 
the building having been con- 


structed of suHlcient size to admit of 
twelve evaporators 
of the same capac- 


itp of the three now in operation. 
When 
thus 
increased, 
about 
thirty 


tons ofgrapes would be required daily 
to keep 
the works in full operation. 


The Muscat grape 
is the onlyvariety 


known to be well adapted to the man- 
ufacture 
of raisins, 
but experiments 


are being made 
on the California or 


Mission 
grape, Which will doubtless 


produce a fair article. 
The supply of 


Muscat grapes, 
Mr. Davis informs us, 


is 
much 
better 
than 
lie expected, 


considering 
the fact that 
the season 


for them is olready 
so far advanced. 


After this vriety is exhausted, 
howev- 


er, the works will be operated 
witli 


Mission grapes 
entirely during their 


season. 
Mr. Davis 
expects 
to have 


some raisins ofeach vatiety manufac- 
tured for exhibition at the approach- 
ing fair. 
The 
Alden process 
is not 


only adapted to the curing of grapes 
and other fruits, but can be used with 
advantage in drying meats and food of 
various other kinds. 
Of course, with 


an invention of so recent a date, much 
is yet io be learned of its capabilities, 
but in lime, we doubt not, 
that 
the 


Culp process 
will entirely supercede 


almost all other methods of preparing 
the product of the orchard,

The cans.- leading tn tho act 


of murder was 
the discovery of con- 


vincing proof by Muybridge of the in- 
ridelity of his wife with Larkyns, and 
immediately thereupon 
he set out to 


avenge his wrongs, leaving the city in 
pursuit ofLarkyns on Saturday, know- 
ing him to be in the vicinityof Calls- 
toga, engaged 
In preparing 
maps of 


the mines in that locality. Hereached 
Calistoga at 8 o'clock 
in the evening, 


and without stopping 
for food or rest 


he went in search of his intended vic- 
tim with a horse and buggy. 
Larkyns 


bad returned from line Flat on Satur- 
day evening and Stopped at the Yellow 
Jacket mine, eleven miles from Calis- 
toga, 
intending 
to 
pass 
the 
night 


there. 


TH V. TRAGBin. 


Thither Muybridge traced him, and 


teaching the spot at about 
11 o'clock 


ut night, he sent word to the Major 
tbat he wanted to sec him. 
Larkyns 


was confronted by Muybridge, who, in 
words of terrible import, said, "This 
is the reply to the letter you sent to 
my 
wife,'' 
and 
immediately 
dis- 


charged a revolver. 
The aim was well 


taken 
and deadly. 
Larkyns 
had no 


opportunity 
to defend 
himself or to 


utter a word. 
He ran a few steps and 


fell a corpse, 
with a bullet through 


his heart. 
Putting 
his 
pistol 
up, 


Muybridge surrendered 
himself to tiie 


Superintendent 
of tho mine, and was 


forthwith conveyed to Calistoga,where 
he was given in charge to the authori- 
ties. 


THE WOMAN 


Connected 
witli this 
affair was 
the 


divorced wife of one Lucius D. Stone, 
and 
whom 
Mr. Muybridge married 


about four years 
ago, 
while site was 


engaged 
as 
a saleswoman 
in a fancy 


store on Kearney street. 
About a year 


since an intimacy nrpng up between 
Mrs. Muybridge and Larkyns, which 
was generally noted with scandalous 
comments 
by those 
acquainted 
with 
the 
partic". 
Muybridge 
was absent 


from his home a great deal of the time, 
taking views of tho coast and interior 
scenery: 
but last 
Spring unpleasant 


suspicions 
broke 
upon him, and an 


encounter 
ensued 
with Larkyns, 
at- 


tended with an exchange of blows, as 
reported. 
At all events, Larkyns was 


seriously warned against 
continuing 


his attentions 
to Mrs. Muybridge, and 


several acquaintances 
of Larkyns also 


cautioned 
him of his mortal peril in 


his unhallowed intimacy. 
Muybridge 
sent his wife on a visit to a relative in 
Portland, Oregon, 
last Spring, in the 


hope of llnully interrupting the scan- 
dalous intrigue, not supposing, 
itis 


presumed, 
thut it had extended to the 
magnitude ofcriminality. 


Subsequently, 
it appears, a clandes- 
tine correspondence 
was continued be- 


tween 
tho 
guilty pair, 
through the 


medium 
of a woman 
who attended 


Mrs. Muybridge as 
a nurse, a short 
timeprevious to her departure for Ore- 
gon. 
This confidant, 
of course, 
was 


capable 
of treachery 
likewise, 
and 


when it became 
necessary 
for her to 


employ 
some extra 
persuasive influ- 


ence tocollect a demand for SIOO which 
she made 
on Muybridge, 
intercepted 


letters presented 
the requisite facility. 


On Saturday morning thecl<tim of the 
mutual 
friend was 
pressed 
anew 
on 


Muybridge, aud letters were exhibited 
to him to compel his speedy attention 
to the matter, 
containing evidence of 


a most exasperating 
character. 
The 
claim was not immediately forthcom- 
ing, as 
anticipated, 
but 
the parties 


concerned in this 
peculiar process for 
eolleeting a debt have the satisfaction 
ofknowing that it was entirely effect- 
ive in launching 
a wretched 
mortal 
into eternity within twelve hours after 
its institution. 
Muybridge was at the 


photograph 
gallery of Bradley & Ru- 
lofson, his place of employment, just 
previous to his departure for Calistoga, 
and manifested 
such a frenzy of des- 
pair and rage that his friends 
were 
fearful that ho contemplated 
suicide. 
His 
subsequent 
movements, 
which 
were deliberate and methodic enough, 
are already indicated. 


THE MURDERED MAX. 


Major Harry Larkyns, 
the victim, 


was wellknown In the city for a pe- 
riod of nearly two years, rather in the 
character 
ofan adventurer. 
From the 


little that is known of his history, he 
came from a respectable 
and wealthy 
family in England, 
but became 
es- 
tranged 
from his relatives in conse- 
quence of bis reckless and spendthrift 
propensities, 
and 
after wasting his 
patrimony in riotous living, he was 
thrown upon his witsfor a livelihood. 
His life-history would, no doubt, af- 
ford a romantic 
narrative. 
He hold a 
commission in tne British army dur- 
ing a portion of his life, and 
served 
six years in India. 
Subsequently 
he 
traveled extensively 
In Europe, 
and 
was 
familiarly acquainted 
with the 


attractions 
and points of interest in 
the principal cities of the continent. 
On the breaking out of the Franco- 
fierman war he entered 
the French 
service, and held a position 
on the 
staff of General 
Bourhaki with the 
rank of Major. 
This fact was corrob- 
orated 
by a French 
gentleman who 
happened 
to be in San Francisco 
at a 
time that Larkyns was in custody 
of 
the authorities for certain financial ir- 
regularities. 
The 
gentleman 
com- 


mended Larkyns as 
a gallant officer, 
and in admiration of his 
coupduct in 
the service of France, 
be 
desired 
to 
assist him iv his emergency, 
but tho 
avor was not required. 


Major Larkyns 
made 
his first ap- 
pearance 
here in the month of Janu- 
ary, 
1873. 
He 
had previously 
been 
sojourning for a season 
at Salt Lake 
City, with San Francisco 
us his objec- 


tive 
point. 
While 
thare 
be fell in 
with a young Englishman 
named Ar- 
thur Neil, whom he bad previously 
known in Europe, 
and procured large 
loans from this gentleman 
in antici- 
pation of expected 
remittances, 
and 
appointed to accompany him in a tour 
around the world. 
The two spent a 
season 
of dashing 
dissipation In this 
city, made an excursion to Honolulu, 
and on their return a kreech occurred, 
in consequence 
of a failure 
of confi- 


dence in the Major's expectation-. 
A 


prosecution followed on a charge 
ot 


obtaining 
money by false pretenses, 


and the Major's draft on a fictitious 
banking establishment 
in China was 


a 
leading 
feature 
of the case. 
The 


trouble was finally compromised 
by 


the Major drawing drawing ujxm his 
grandmother, in England, for the sum 
of -4,0110, which amount 
represented 


one-half of the expenses of this osten- 
tatious pair of tourists, covering a pe- 
riod of about two months. 


On being released 
from 
this diffi- 


culty, entirely penniless, 
the Major 


declined 
tiie tender 
of a passage 
to 


Chiua 
hixl 
the charity of persons 


whose sympathy 
was 
excited in his 


behalf,and 
declared that ho would re- 


main here and retrieve his character 
and his fortunes by his own exertions. 
He commenced at the foot of the lad- 
der by working at one of the wharves. 
He subsequently 
secured 
an engage- 


ment 
ns translator 
in a publishing 


house and also as v reporter on several 
of the city journals. 
For a short time 


this season he acted as agent for Wil- 
son's 
circus, 
nnd latterly had 
been 


employed 
in preparing 
maps of the 


mining regions about 
Calistoga, 
by 


which enterprise 
he expected to gain 


a substantial start iv the world. 


The deceased 
was highly educated 


and possessed 
all tlioaccomplishments 


attainable 
by travel and good society 


in all parts 
of the world. 
Reduced 


from affluence to poverty by bis reck- 
less 
habits, 
his 
moral 
principles 


and 
ideas 
of 
correct 
dealing 
did 


not 
stand 
him 
well 
in 
the 


emergency, 
and 
bis 
endeavor* 
to 


reclaim 
himself 
were 
doubtless 
re- 


tarded in consequence. 
He had good 


qualities, 
withal, which 
won 
him 


much indulgence, and 
many will be-
